Candle  Lighting 
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Remembering  Why  People  Hate  Us 
Rabbi  Perry  Raphael  Rank 


This  year,  Yom  HaShoah,  a  me- 
morial dedicated  to  the  murder 
of  six  million  of  our  people,  will 
be  observed  on  Monday,  April  8. 
My  suspicion  is  that  most  Jews 
will  mark  the  occasion  mentally 
with  an  awareness  of  its  exist- 
ence, but  without  any  real  dedi- 
cation to  its  observance. 

Can  you  blame  them?  This  Jewish  genocidal  cam- 
paign is  a  horrific  memory,  and  it  is  only  human  nature  to 
avoid  pain.  Furthermore,  why  draw  attention  to  this  darkest 
of  all  periods  in  our  history?  We  are  sometimes  charged  with 
whining  too  much  about  anti-Semitism  and  its  effects.  Per- 
haps the  best  way  to  snatch  victory  from  the  Nazi's  mecha- 
nized murder  enterprise  is  to  reduce  1933-1945  to  a  few 
brief  sentences  in  our  consciousness,  paying  it  as  little  atten- 
tion as  possible,  not  dignifying  it  or  its  perpetrators  with  the 
memory  they  do  not  deserve.  But  to  ignore  it  seems  an  enor- 
mous insult  to  those  who  could  not,  and  if  Jews  do  not  per- 
petuate their  memory,  there's  little  hope  that  anyone  else 
will. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Christian  teaching  of  con- 
tempt for  the  Jews,  blaming  the  Jews  contemporaneous  with 
Jesus  for  his  death,  and  then  claiming  that  every  Jew  there- 
after is  thus  tainted  with  the  crime  of  murder,  laid  the 
groundwork  for  innumerable  blood  libels,  national  expul- 
sions, and  pogroms,  all  of  which  culminated  in  the  mother  of 
all  pogroms,  the  Shoah.  The  Church  has  officially  repudiated 
the  teaching  of  Contempt,  for  which  we  are  grateful,  though 
historically,  the  damage  has  been  profound.  Beyond  this 
Christian  detour  from  reason,  there  are  reasons  why  others 
may  view  us  as  a  threat,  or  dangerous,  or  worthy  of  con- 
tempt. And  we  should  be  proud  of  them  all. 

Jews  tend  to  be  arty,  at  the  cutting  edge  of  music, 
visual  arts,  and  literature.  But  acting  as  the  avant-garde  is 
almost  always  synonymous  with  challenging  accepted 
standards  and  norms.  The  blazing  of  a  new  trail  often  means 
damaging  an  accepted  or  comfortable  space,  and  the  gen- 
eral public  is  not  always  happy  about,  let  alone  receptive  to, 
change.  Our  own  creativity  is  a  mirror  of  divine  creativity, 
which  is  the  Bible's  first  lesson  to  us  about  what  it  means  to 
be  godly.  And  in  moving  people  to  think  differently,  to  see 
differently,  etc.,  comes  a  resistance  that  can  itself  morph  into 
resentment.  There  is  a  price  to  be  paid  for  creativity,  but 
Jews  don't  seem  to  care.  Thank  God  for  that. 

The  success  that  Jews  enjoy  tends  to  give  us  head- 
lines far  beyond  what  our  paltry  numbers  should  allow. 
There  are  plenty  of  impoverished,  dim-witted,  and  untalented 
Jews.  But  there  are  plenty  who  are  not.  Motivated  by  socio- 
logical forces  that  would  humble  us  or  driven  by  a  deep- 
seated  cultural  energy  of  achievement,  we  produce  success 
stories  worthy  of  everyone  else's  attention.  We  need  not  be 
embarrassed  by  the  technological  advances  we  create,  or 
the  new  truths  we  discover,  or  the  wealth  we  accumulate. 


These  achievements  are  legitimately  ours,  but  success  eas- 
ily breeds  jealousy.  We  do  not  control  the  arts,  the  banks,  or 
the  media,  but  there  is  no  denying  the  tremendous  influence 
we  wield  in  these  very  human  areas  of  activity — and  there  is 
no  shame  in  that. 

As  the  oldest  of  the  ethical-monotheistic  traditions, 
we  so  often  seem  cast  in  the  role  of  world  conscience.  We 
have  been  unafraid  to  challenge  the  status  quo — whether  in 
areas  of  race  relations,  sexual  relations,  or  human/civil 
rights  in  general.  Our  tendency  to  challenge  is  so  all- 
embracing  that  our  own  institutions  and  leadership  cannot 
escape  our  sometimes  caustic  critiques.  We  challenge  Is- 
rael's political  stances  or  the  Federation  or  the  Jewish  es- 
tablishment in  general.  Beware  Jews  situated  next  to  apple 
carts — those  carts  will  not  be  upright  for  long. 

But  average  people  like  their  apples  in  the  cart,  no 
matter  how  damaged  the  apples,  how  unstable  the  carts, 
how  corrupt  the  merchants.  We  gain  no  friends  in  playing 
this  part,  yet  dare  not  abandon  a  role  so  integral  to  advanc- 
ing the  human  condition  in  the  world  today. 

Finally,  skirting  personal  responsibility  by  blaming 
others  for  one's  plight  is  as  old  as  human  history  itself,  and 
when  searching  for  the  perfect  scapegoat,  a  minority  group 
is  a  risk  worth  taking.  As  the  old  adage  goes,  there  is 
strength  in  numbers,  and  our  numbers  (less  than  one  tenth 
of  1%  of  the  world's  population)  are  rather  pathetic.  If  there 
is  one  area  of  human  experience  in  which  our  ineptitude  is 
evident,  it  is  in  the  area  of  reproduction.  It  is,  very  simply, 
easy  to  hate  Jews  because  with  a  population  as  scant  as 
ours,  it's  difficult  for  us  to  strike  back  in  any  substantive  way. 
Jew-hatred  and  Jew-scapegoating  can  be  carried  out  with 
relative  impunity.  All  of  which  brings  us  back  to  the  Shoah. 

Hitler  figured  out  a  way  to  promote  his  power  base 
in  a  Germany  not  necessarily  enamored  with  his  politics. 
Blame  all  the  country's  ills  on  a  helpless  minority  that  is  al- 
ready despised  by  many.  Convince  the  public  that  only  by 
controlling  these  vermin  can  the  nation's  ills  be  resolved. 
Finally,  remove  the  vermin  once  and  for  all.  Kill  every  Jew 
possible  and  all  will  be  good.  And  so,  Yom  HaShoah  is  not 
only  a  day  to  remember  the  evils  of  anti-Semitism,  but  also 
to  ponder  the  reasons  that  hatred  is  so  difficult  to  excise 
from  the  world. 

This  year,  on  Yom  HaShoah,  make  sure  to  light  a 
yahrzeit      candle.      The  i 
flame,  most  obviously,  is  | 
in  memory  of  the  six  mil- 
lion. But  even  more,  it  is 
a  symbol  of  Jewish  pas- 
sion— artistic,  moral, 
political,   and  academic. 
It  is  a  symbol  of  the  light 
that    others    would     so 
readily    extinguish,    the 
light   that   we    must   so 
passionately  guard.

Chai  Tech

As  many  of  us  are  bound  to  our  smart  phones  24/6  (and  a  big  thank  you  to  Shabbat  for  the  one  day  break!  ),  we 
thought  it  would  be  nice  to  share  any  great  apps  that  you  may  have  come  across.    Please  send  me  your  suggestions, 
along  with  a  line  or  two  about  each  one,  and  we'll  add  it  to  this  column.    To  start  off,  here  are  a  couple  of  my  favorites  for 
the  Android  system: 

Tefila  Times.  This  app  has  the  Hebrew  date  as  well  as  a  tab  for  "Shabbat  times"  that  provides  candle  lighting 
time,  end  of  shabbat  time,  and  the  parsha;  also  other  important  times  like  earliest  time  for  tallit  and  tefillin,  mincha  time, 
latest  time  for  davening  the  Shema,  etc. 

Kosher  Near  Me.  Especially  good  when  you're  on  a  vacation  or  in  an  unfamiliar  city,  this  one  pulls  up  all  the 
kosher  eateries  within  a  certain  radius  (which  you  can  determine)  of  your  location.   It  provides  the  distance  from  your 
current  location  as  well  as  the  name,  address,  phone,  and  a  brief  review. 

Shabbat  Shalom.  A  cute  icon  that  shows  two  challahs,  it  gives  the  Hebrew  date,  parsha  of  the  week,  and 
candle  lighting  and  havdalah  times,  as  well  as  the  parsha  coming  up  next  week.

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Monday  Night  At  The  Movies  (all  showings — 7:30PM) 


Monday  Night  at  the  Midway  Movies  is  one  of  our  synagogue's  finest  Adult  Education  programs,  though  it  doesn't  quite  feel  like  one.  We 
gather  not  just  to  watch  great  movies,  but  also  to  view  and  review  them  with  Jewish  eyes.  What  are  the  themes  that  run  through  these 
movies  and  how  do  they  relate  to  the  Jewish  values  we  hold  dear?  Alternatively,  what  values  might  they  actually  violate?  You  will  cer- 
tainly enjoy  a  night  out  at  the  movies,  for  free,  with  a  little  bit  of  nosh  and  a  lot  of  food  for  thought.  All  films  are  shown  with  English  subti- 
tles for  anyone  with  listening  challenges.Admission  is  free;  all  are  welcome. 

APRIL  8,  YOM  HASHOAH:  SHANGHAI  GHETTO  Not  Rated,  95  minutesln  April  2000,  filmmakers  Dana  Janklowicz-Mann 

and  Amir  Mann  sneaked  into  China  with  a  digital  camera  to  shoot  at  the  site  of  the  Jewish  Ghetto  in  Shanghai,  unchanged  since  WWII. 
They  took  with  them  two  survivors  of  the  ghetto  back  to  where  they  lived  during  the  war  under  Japanese  occupation.  They  filmed  never 
before  seen  footage  of  Shanghai  for  what  would  later  become  part  of  the  documentary  film  SHANGHAI  GHETTO.  There  are  a  couple  of 
minutes  worth  of  very  graphic  footage  from  the  concentration  camps. 

APRIL  15:  THE  CHOSEN  PG,  108  minutes 

Can  two  Jewish  kids  from  Brooklyn,  one  a  Hasid  and  one  comfortable  with  modernity,  find  common  ground  in  Brooklyn  of  the  1940's? 
They  can,  but  not  without  considerable  drama  and  heartbreak.  This  is  a  story  about  faith  and  heresy,  and  in  many  ways,  the  struggle  of 
Conservative  Judaism  to  arrive  at  a  place  where  it  can  see  itself  as  genuinely  and  Jewishly  authentic.  Our  own  Ken  Maltz,  who  played 
clarinet  in  the  film,  will  give  us  firsthand  insight  into  the  making  of  this  film 

APRIL  22:  WAR  HORSE  PG-13,  146  minutes 

A  simple  farm  family  acquires  a  thoroughbred  horse,  ill-suited  for  the  farm  labor  required  of  it,  but  the  famers'  son  establishes  a  deep 
relationship  with  the  beautiful  horse.  The  film  follows  the  horse's  journey  through  a  Europe  disrupted  by  the  ravages  of  World  War  I. 
Still,  a  horse  can  do  wonders  for  two  warring  parties,  and  so  the  war  horse.  Is  war  a  function  of  our  own  animalism  or  the  fact  that  we 
forget  the  animal  within  ourselves. 

APRIL  29:  FLIPPED  PG,  90  minutes 

Stories  are  typically  told  by  a  narrator  who  offers  a  single  perspective,  but  that  needn't  be  the  case.  This  story  of  unrequited  love  is  told 
from  at  least  two  perspectives,  which  allows  us  a  peek  into  just  how  off  our  assumptions  of  the  other  can  be.  "Do  not  judge  others  until 
you  stand  in  their  shoes,"  or  so  the  rabbinic  saying  goes.  Of  course,  that's  beautiful  advice  that  is  routinely  ignored.  This  film  may  make 
us  think  twice  about  judgementalism. 

MAY  6:  I  AM  DAVID  PG,  90  minutes 

When  12  year  old  David  escapes  a  Communist  concentration  camp  armed  with  a  compass,  a  loaf  of  bread  and  a  sealed  envelope,  he  is 
to  make  his  way  to  Copenhagen  in  an  unwelcoming  world  he  neither  understands  nor  trusts.  But  in  a  world  so  often  slammed  for  its  cru- 
elty, there  are  redemptive  moments  that  lead  us  to  reconciliation,  if  not  love.  The  resilience  of  the  human  spirit  is  remarkable. 

MAY  13:  FOOTNOTE  PG,  103  minutes 

This  story  of  rivalry  between  father  and  son  explores  the  problem  of  extending  kindnesses  even  to  the  undeserving,  which  is  a  major  at- 
tribute of  God,  or  so  it  is  believed.  The  father  is  a  seasoned  researcher  whose  lifetime  of  study  has  gone  unrecognized  by  the  academic 
community.  His  son,  a  more  popular  educator,  has  received  numerous  accolades.  The  Torah  had  these  scenarios  in  mind  when  we 
read  in  the  Ten  Commandments,  "Thou  shall  not  covet..."  even  the  achievements  of  your  son. 

MAY  20:  SALMON  FISHING  IN  THE  YEMEN  PG-13,  107  minutes 

A  British  fisheries  expert  is  hired  to  make  the  impossible  possible:  bring  fly-fishing  to  the  desert  of  Yemen.  A  great  idea,  to  be  sure,  but 
its  successful  execution  will  depend  on  the  good  will  of  warring  Arab  tribes.  Sometimes  best  efforts  can  yield  no  more  than  the  will  to 
start  all  over,  and  that  is  an  attitude  in  life  that  borders  on  the  sacred.
